boll  and  seed,  but  very  prolific  and  a  good  picker.  No. 
2-A,  2-B,  3,  5  and  5-A  are  all  decendants  of  Stoneville 
No.  2,  bred  by  Stoneville  Pedigreed  Seed  Co.
